ARE WE MORE STUPID? 

Calgary taxpayers on Wednesday approved 
the Fortin scheme to consolidate and extend the 
civic debt of their city over 25 years. The vote 
was 4857 for the scheme, 2865 against, the 
approving majority being 1992. 

This falls a good way short of being the two- 
thirds plurality required to ratify a money by- 
law, but in the present plebiscite a straight 
majority was held to be sufficient. The returns 
therefore are conclusive, and the plan will be 
put into effect with the expressed approval of a 
substantial majority of taxpayers. 

The returns are also conclusive in another 
respect. They sweep the ground from under 
the feet of the six aldermen who have been try- 
ing to put a similar scheme into effect in this 
city without allowing the taxpayers to express 
their views on the matter. The view advanced 
by these aldermen is that the taxpayers would 
not understand the scheme, and therefore should 
not be allowed to vote on it. 

Will they now say that the approving major- 
ity of Calgary taxpayers did not know what 
they were doing when they voted fer the plan 
there? Or will they argue that Edmonton tax- 
payers are more stupid than those of the 
southern city—and could not grasp the meaning 
of a plan which the Calgary taxpayers were able 
to vote upon intelligently? 

One position or the other the autocratic six 
must take if they are to continue to refuse Ed- 
monton taxpayers the right to pronounce on the 
plan they want to impose upon this city.

UNITED STATES MARKET FOR RAW FURS 

The collapse of United States trade in 1929 
brought to sudden termination a steady annual 
increase in direct imports of Canadian raw furs, 
writes Mr. G. A. Newman, Assistant Trade Cain - 
missioner in New York, in the Commercial In- 
telligence Journal. From $1,250,000 in 1909 im- 
ports had risen to the approximate value of 
$14,158,344 in 1928. In 1933 they were valued at 
little more than $2,450,000. Since that time, with 
the return of bette: economic conditions, there 
has been a moderate increase to the 1935 level of 
$4,689,695 

Imports from Canada constitute from 10 to 
11 per cent of the total raw fur imports of the 
United States. While some twenty-five or more 
well-known types of raw fur pelts are imported 
from Canada, there are about ten varieties of 
recognized importance. These are: mink, fox 
silver and black, muskrat, beaver,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: C. R. W. writes: “When are avo- 
cados in the market in the Eastern States?” 

ANSWER: The California Calavo Association 
informs me that avocados are widely distributed 
through the Eastern centers during the season 
lasting from October to May. 

ANSWER: The continual clearing of the 
throat may arise as the result of a nervous 
habit, or may be due to catarrh of the throat. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Jack N. writes: “What are 
some of the main signs of neuritis and what 
is the cause?” 

ANSWER: The chief symptom of neuritis is 
pain, which may be of a sharp, boring character 
and is frequently more intense at night. The 
painful sensation is generally made worse by 
movemert. Neuritis refers to an inflammation 
of the nerves. The nerves of the arms are more 
often affected than those of other parts of the 
body. Simple multiple neuritis means that sev- 
eral nerves are affected. Sciatica is simply a 
neuritis occurring in the large sciatic nerve and 
is one of the common forms of neuritis. The 
principal cause of neuritis is a systemic tox- 
emia. If you desire further information, I sug- 
gest that you send for my article on NEURITIS.

QUESTION: Mrs. G. L. M. writes: “I note 
that I am becoming more nervous al] the ‘ime. 
I am also troubled by hemorrhoids and when 
I asked my doctor about the treatment he g¢aid 
that in his opinion the hemorrhoids could not be 
cleared up unless I secured electrical treatment 
or an injection treatment. Do you believe such 
treatments are absolutely necessary?” 

ANSWER: I find that the patient with this 
trouble will benefit from a careful diet and from 
those measures which prevent sluggish elimina- 
tion. However, I realize that when the case has 
been neglected for some time, the patient needs 
special treatment, such as electrical treatment 
or treatment by the injection method. It is 
undoubtedly true that hemorrhoids are capable 
of producing an extreme nervousness which 
will disappear only when the proper treatment 
is obtained.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

The Thermopylae Club of Victoria takes its 
name from a famous British clipper, and has 
similar objects to the Cutty Sark clubs of Ed- 
monton and Winnipeg. It is now endeavoring to 
save the famous old war canoe Tillicum, in 
which Captain John Voss once made a trip round 
the world. Last time I saw the Tillicum it was 
on display in Victoria near the Empress hotel. 
Time and weather are playing havoc with it. The 
Thermopylae members are out to raise funds to 
recondition the craft and properly house it for 
posterity. 

If you don’t know the story of Captain Voss, 
it's worth reading as a recital of what courage 
and skill can do. 

How would you like to travel round the 
world on a cedar log? That is virtually what 
Captain Voss did. The Tillicum was originally 
an Indian war canoe, fashioned by Vancouver 
Island Indians with axe and burning stones out 
of a solid tree trunk. She was lying on the 
beach at Cowichan when Captain Voss bought 
her and decided upon his adventurous attempt 
to sail her round the world. 

He built up her sides seven inches, put in 
ribs two feet apart to stiffen her sides and added 
a covered shelter amidships. To ballast her he 
put three hundred pounds of lead on her keel 
and carried four 100-pound sacks of sand. She 
had two small masts and sails. 

A young Victoria newspaperman named Nor- 
man Luxton set out with Voss on the trip which 
took three years, three months and twelve days. 
Young Luxton couldn't afford all that time, 
but he travelled with Voss as far as the island 
of Suva in the Fiji group. From there he re- 
turned to Victoria, to quit newspaper work and 
study to become a lawyer. First night out Lux- 
ton was very sea-sick and took the old salt's 
heroic remedy of swallowing sea water. 


Through sixteen big gales the Tillicum rode 
at her sea-anchor—a canvas bucket that floated 
near the surface of the sea and held her head 
to the seas. 
at Suva in place of Luxton was washed away 
when a sea swept over the craft. On another 
such occasion Capt. Voss saved himself. He had 
taken the precaution to tie a life line round his 
waist and was able to haul himself back to the 
Tillicum. Tillicum is the Siwash name for 
“friend”’—and a friend she must have proved 
that day. 

The sea that washed away the young Tas- 
manian also carried away the compass. For days 
it was cloudy and Voss could get no observation 
of the sun. Thereafter he had to steer by the 
swell. He reached Australia and New Zealand, 
and from there sailed to England by way of 
Mauritius, Capetown, St. Helena, Pernambuco 
in South America, and the Azores. He received 
so many kindnesses from Scotch folk in the 
places he called at, that he changed his name 
to McVoss. 

Don’t visit Victoria without seeing the boat, 
cut out of a solid cedar log in which Capt. John 
Voss sailed round the world. 


Most heroic of al] the small boat voyages 
round the world, to me at least, was the trip 
old Captain Joshua Slocum made in the gay 
nineties on board the little Spray—thirty-six 
feet long over all, but with a beam of fourteen 
feet. Slocum made the voyage entirely alone, 
and he is the only one of the voyagers who ven- 
tured the Cape Horn route. 

An old fish boat was the Spray and tumbling 
to pieces when Slocum found her in a field. By 
first replanking her, and then fitting new ribs 
into her, he made a virtual new boat of the 
Spray at a total cost of $553.63 and thirteen 
months of labor. Sweet satisfaction came early 
to him. On the first Jeg of his journey from 
Boston to Gibraltar he passed in mid-Atlantic 
two big sailing ships unable to make much 
headway in the light winds. 

Chased by Riff pirates off Africa, he again 
nearly lost his boat in a simple accident off 
Brazil. He fought his way through the Straits 
of Magellan. With the aid of a package of 
carpet tacks which he strewed on the little deck 
at night before turning in he managed to defeat 
a midnight surprise attack which the Terra del 
Fuegian Indians made on his boat as she lay 
at anchor in the Strait. 

“Pooped” by a huge breaking sea before 
entering the Strait, he saved himself by climbing 
the mast as he saw the sea approaching. The 
minute or so which elapsed before the Spray 
struggled to the surface again, seemed an age, 


he says A worse experience awaited him. 
After getting through the Strait and into the 
Pacific, he ran into a storm that drove him 
south. He thought he was south of Cape Hern 
and ran towards land thinking he was rounding 
Cape Horn. Too late to claw off shore again, he 


found he was heading into Cockburn Channel 
that runs through Terra del Fuegia. He was 
then in a terrible reef-strewn area called “The 
Milky Way” from its miles of white breakers. 
Darwin, surveying the Milky Way from the 
deck of H.M.S. Beagle, says of it: “Any landsman 
seeing the Milky Way would have a nightmare 
for a week.” The old seadog, Captain Slocum, 
admits “This was the greatest sea adventure of 
my life. God knows how my vessel escaped.” 


The Spray must have been a wonderful little 
craft. She rode through seas that smashed great 
ocean liners. She would run for days on a 
steady course with her helm lashed, while the 
old salt read his Bible or Shakespeare, or wrote 
up his journal. For one whole month, running 
from Juan Fernandez to the Marquezas, she held 
her course with her helm lashed. With his sex- 
tant, and his time taken from a dollar alarm 
clock, the old mariner safely found his way 
across the Pacific to Australia, thence home to 
Boston by way of Capetown, St. Helena, Per- 
nambuco, Trinidad, Antigua. He covered a 
46,000-mile course, with frequent and prolonged 
calls, in three years and two months.

SUMMER CABIN IN WINTER 
Question—I have a cabin in the 
woods that I built for summer use 


Now I would like to go 
for winter week-ends. Last week 
I found thet I could keep it warm, 
except for the floor. Is there any 
way to make this air-tight 
warmer? The cabin is raised on 
posts and at one end is four feet 
from the ground. 

Answer—For a start, cover the 
under side of the floor, as far as 
you can with heavy building felt 
Get it in strips of a width to fit 
between the floor beams, with 
enough more to turn down for 
nailing against the beams 

The walls should be continued 
down to the ground to make the 
space under the cabin air-tight. For | 
this, use heavy tongue-and-groove 
boards, nailed to the foundation 
posts Use cypress and redwood, 
both of which are resistant to rot- 
ting. The bottom board should go 
into the ground a few inches, and 
for further protection should be 
painted with tar or creosote. Win- 
dows should be provided for ven- 
tilation undeg the house in sum- 
mer and with tight shutters for 
use in. winter.

‘at present, largely on account of the poor crops there last fall. The state 
‘had top-notch baseball at one time, but the men who promoted it have 
. either moved away, died or are now broke 

Feelers were also put out with the hope of reviving the old Western | 
"Canada League. The Saskatchewan cities killed this plan. No one could | 
be found who would back a club. Another dampener was the fact that 
Saskatchewan is planning to go into amateur ball—real, honest-to-Pete 
amateur stuff. It will be the same old story—semi-pro in the end. 

Alberta cities are all right so far as pro ball is concerned. 

Edmonton, Calgary and Lethbridge will go for it if it is put over 

right, but it seems impossible to work out a financially feasible 

circuit without either Montana or Saskatchewan. 

The alternative is semi-pro ball in a smaller loop. Ponoka and 
Wetaskiwin, leaders in Alberta basebal] for the last two years, are egain 
ready to go if the right sort of league can be organized. It was the initia- 
tive of these two towns that gave Ec ball in Renfrew Park last 
season. They even gave financial assistance to get things started. If they 
are asked to do the major part of the organizing again they will reply 
with a profound horse-laugh—and no one can blame them
